I. Claims 1 -6, drawn to a method of continuously manufacturing tubular filter 
products, classified in class 264, subclass 209.1. 

II. Claims 7-10, drawn to a filter product, classified in class 210, subclass 
496. 

III. Claims 11-14, drawn to an apparatus for continuously producing a tubular 
filter product, classified in class 425, subclass 115. 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product could be made by another and 
materially different process, for example, with a process employing a belt including 
detents for withdrawing the tubular body from the mandrel. 

Inventions III and II are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case the product could be made by another and materially different apparatus, for 
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example, an apparatus including a rotating belt having detents thereon for moving the 
tubular body on the mandrel. 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process could be carried out by a materially different 
apparatus, for example, an apparatus utilizing a source for providing non-woven fibers 
other than a melt blowing die, for example, fibers dispensed from roll of fibers made in 
advance, or fibers formed by a spin-bonding process. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Claim 8 corresponds to the species shown in FIG. 5; 
Claim 9 corresponds to the species shown in FIG. 5A. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-7 and 10-14 are generic.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
